THE STATE MILITIA CALLED - OUT. 


Governor Lewe lyn Issues a Proclamation 
Calling for More Troops—A Sledge- 
hammer Used asa Gavel. 


Topeka, Kan., February 15.—A blcod- 
less, but exeiting battle took place between 
the republican and populist houses at the 
entrance to representatives’ hall this morn- 
ing. The populists, who have had posses 
sion of the hall in the afternoons, adjourned 
yesterday until this afternoon, and, as has 
been the custom since the beginning of the 
session, the republicans expected to hold 
their regular morning session today, but 
last night the populists swore in a large 
number of assistant sergeants-at-arms, who 
were placed on guard and the doors and en- 
trances to the hall were locked this morning. 
No one was admitted to the hall excepting 
the populists and members of the press 
and they were required to show a pass 
and run the gauntlet of a dozen guards. 

Preparing fer the Struggle. 

The republicans were fully informed of all 
these preparations to exclude them from the 
hall and last night a hundred men were 
sworn in as officers of the republicans, and 
at 9 o’clock the members of the republican 
house ‘with their officers started from their 
headquarters to the statehouse. 

The march through the long corridors 
leading to representatives’ hall was ‘unim- 
peded. The little column forced its way 
through the line of guards stationed at the 
foot of the stairs in the west wing and 
etarted upstairs. 

inchesters and Revolvers, 

On the first landing was a crowd of pop 
ulist house officers under command of Ad- 
jutant General Arts. They were armed 
and the advancing republican crowd were 
met with muszles of revolvers and Winches- 
ters. The adjutant general commanded them 
to halt, but no stop was made and the ad- 
vance guard pushed into the crowd of pop- 
ulists. Three or four of them succeeded in 
passing the doorkeeper after a brief strug- 
gle, and getting into the hall, but the popu- 
lists succeeded in closing the door and 
barring it.

Ever since the opening of the session the 
populists have had the committee rooms, 
the sergeant-at-arms room and the chief 
clerk’s room. ‘These were ail locked and 
guarded on the inside, but after the house 
had been called to order the republicans 
battered down the doors and took posses- 
sion of them without encountering any re- 
sistance. At 10 o’clock there were a few 
populists in representatives’. hall and the 
republican house had settled down to the 
regular order of business as if nothing un- 
usual had happened.

The treaty is brief, providing merely 
for the annexation of the islands under the

Accident in Hungary During a Scene of 
Pestivity. 


A CHILD DROPS A LIGHTED TAPER 


Into a Barrel of Kerosine Which 
Explodes With Terrible Effect 


THE BALL ROOM TORN TO PIECES. 


And About Twenty of the Dancers Burned 
to Death—Several Persons Trodden 
to Death in the Panic. 


Buda-Pesth, February 15.—A carnival 
Hance was given on Monday evening in 
Deutch Pereg. At 11 o'clock, when about one 
hundred persons were dancing in the hall on 
the first floor, a child, playing in the cellar, 
dropped a lighted taper through the bung- 
hole of a cask of petroleum. The cask ex- 
ploded, killed the child, tore up the dance 
‘floor and scattered buming petroleum among 
— dancers. A dozen persons, enveloped in 
} ran for the windows and doors 
spreading fire and panic among the rest of 
the company. ) 

Half of the people in the hall were at the 
end from which there were no exits, and 

as the floor on the side near the windows 

had been torn up by the explosion, they 
were obliged to run the whole length of the 
blazing room to escape. 

Ten perpons fell through to the cellar 
and were burned to death. Seven more, 
whose clothes had caugh@ fire, died shortly 
after reaching into tle openair. Three were 
trampled into unccrsciousness in the paric 
and were bacned as they lay on the floor. 
Five men and seven women whose clothes 
were half burned from their backs, are in 
a critical condition. Many others have slight 
fractures or burns.

State Fair. 
ATLANTA MAY BE THE PLACE SELECTED 


If an Bffort Is Made by Ita People 
Members Think It Would Pay 
Handsomely in Atlanta. 


Augusta, Ga., February 15.—(Special.)— 
Atlanta may get the next state fair. The 
question has not yet come up before the 
state agricultural society in session here, 
but it is the question about which clusters 
all of the special interest of the meeting. 
It is very vell known that the state agri- 
cultural society has a contract to hold the 
annual state fairs in Macon. It is further 
known that all of the fairs heretofore held 
by the society have. been in Macon. But 
it seems evident now beyond the remotest 
shadow of a doubt that the society will uot 
hold any more state fairs at Macon. The 
favorite idea among the members of the 
society is to adopt a system of rotation in 
this business. They are all in favor of 
holding the annual fair in one city but one 
year at a time, going to another city the 
next year. it wili be shown to the society 
at this meeting that the last fair held in 
Macon was puorly patronized, the books of 
the treasury showing a dead loss of from 
two or three thouand dollars on the fair 
last year. This, tae members say, will 
never do. They say if the fair is wken to 
Atlanta next year and held at the Piedmont 
exposition grounds, it will be a great. affair 
and will pay hanasomely. Some are in 
favor of holding it in Augusta, but Atlanta 
is the favorite piace and it is said by those 
in a position to know that Atlanta will 
easily get the fair, if the Piedmont exposi- 
tion people or the citizens make the effort. 

But the trouble is to. get out of the con- 
tract with Macon. Of course the Macon 
people want the fair and are here in force 
to urge their claim. The members of the 
society, however, are dead against holding 
the next fair in Mucon, because they feel 
very keenly the loss of the society of lust 
year by having the fair in that city, Pres- 
ident Waddell is of the opinion that At- 
lanta is the place. He was seen today by The 
Constitution and said there is going 
to be serious trouble before the thing 
is settled, but he thinks the only way 
out of the ditliculty is to have a committee 
to take the matter in hand and this course 
will, in all probability, be pursued. If any 
fair is held at all 1t can safely be put down 
that it will not be in Macon and that it 
will be on a grander scale than ever before. 
It can be further put down that Atlanta 
will be the place if the proper effort is 
made. The members think that if the Pied- 
mont Exposition Company makes no effort 
to get it, then such men as President J. G.

Sale of City Bonds—Electric Clocks Burned 
Out—Electton of Officers. 

Augusta, Ga., February 15.—(Special.)— 
The annual meeting of the Langley Manu- 
facturing Company was held this morning in 
Langley. Only routine business was traus- 
acted. The old officers were re-elected, as 
follows: President, Thomas Barrett, Jr.; di- 
rectors, W. H. Langley, of Brooklyn; 
Frank E. Fleming, of Augusta; W. H. 
Kitchens, of NewYork, and T. W. Alex- 
ander, of Augusta. The past year has been 
unusually prosperous apd President Barrett 
was highly complimented. The mill eapac- 
ity will soon be nearly doubled and the con- 
tract is already given out and work begun. 

This afternoon the finance committee of 
the city council met and opened sealed bids 
for 598,000 of city of Augusta 4 1-2 per cent 
redemption bonds. The bonds are issued to 
take up a series of bonds maturing March 
11th and are for $1,000 each, payable thir- 
ty years after date. 

There were nine bidders for the bonds 
and there were five representatives of 
northern and western bankers at the meet- 
ing, and they all made bids and were anx- 
ious to buy the securities. The eagerness 
with which the bonds are sought after 
shows what strong confidence capitalists 
have in Augusta and what a fine financial 
showing our city has. The entire issue of 
bonds were sold to Lamprecht Bros. & Co., 
of Cleveland, O., whose bid was $98,273.50.

nt premium. The successful bidders were 
r sented in person by Mr. George Gaylor 
Olmstead.

The trouble 
is, the Christian science people are cur- 
tailing the prescription business, for 
whether they kill or cure, their patients 
have no doctors’ bilis to pay. That is 
Where the shoe pinches,” and the doc- 
tors are hot in the «ollar. 


The Southern Express Company. 

The old and well-known organization 
which, under the management of Mr. 
Henry B. Plant, has been carrying on 
business in the south for so many years. 
has lately determined on making two 
new departures. One of these will be 
for the benefit of its patrons and the 
public, and the other will be for the bene- 
fit of its employes. 

The departure which most nearly con- 

cerns the public, is the determination of 
the company to give its patrons the bene 
fit of the fast schedules, and to that 
end it has organized a special service 
to be established on fast vestibule trains. 
This service will not only greatly expe 
dite shipments by express, but will add 
dispatch to the money order system which 
is to be à feature of the special service. 
The money order system of the Southern 
express has already proved to hs very 
popular, a large section of the’ public— 
the business public—preferring it to the 
redtape methods of the postoffice de 
partment, and it will not only be attached 
to the special service, but will be so en- 
larged and extended as to bring its facil- 
ities withn reach of the public in all the 
districts where the company does busi- 
ness. 
The new departure which the company 
proposes to make with its employes will 
prove to be of considerable interest to 
the public, for it is in the nature of an 
experiment along a line that has attracted 
unusual attention among those who have 
been seeking far and wide for remedies 
for the discontent that overtakes wage- 
earners in all branches of business. 

The Southern Express Company has de- 
termined to try the experiment of profit- 
sharing with its €mployes. At a recent 
meeting of the company, Mr. Plant intro- 


duced a resolution allowing the employes 


to acquire an interest in the corporation, 
and the directors adopted the resolution. 
The scheme is Mr. Plant's, and his won- 
derful success as a railroad manager and 
as the manager of the complicaced affairs 
ofthe Southern Express Company is an 
assurance that if the plan of profit-shar- 


ing and co-operation has any merit in it, 


he will bring it out. Indeed, the fact that 
so successful a business man has taken 
the matter up for the purposa of applying 
its principles to his own affairs is an evi 
dence that he sees his way clear to suc- 
cessful application of the plan; for Mr. 
Plant is, above all things, a practical man, 
and he is not likely, at his time of Itte, 


and in the*face of all his experience, to 


enter upon a doubtful experiment. 

He has taken up this scheme because he 
is convinced that profit-sharing is at once 
a wise and liberal policy, and we have no 
doubt that he will carry it to a demon- 
stration complete enough to convince 
other large business concerns that this 
policy recognizes the true relations that 
ought to exist between capital and labor; 
between wage-payer and wage-earner.

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Two Hundred and Fifty Negroes Will 
Pass Through Atlanta This Morning. 
THEY WILL SAIL FROM BRUNSWICK. 


The Crowd Comes from White County, 
Arkansas—Soon Be in the Country 
| of Their Ancestors. 


Two hundred and fifty Arkansas negroes 
will pass through Atlanta this morning on 
their way to Africa. 

The party will come in by the East Ten- 
nessee railroad, and as soon as the special 
train, on which it rides, can be shifted, 

negroes will start for Brunswick. 

At Brunswick the negroes will take a ves- 
sel for Africa, if they are able to pay for it. 

It seems that for some time past a pair 
of negro preachers have been out in Ar- 
kansas working up a party for the African 
home most negroes think they are to have. 
The white people of the county, in which 
the preachers were working, called the ne- 
Kroes together and advised them not to go, 
but the preachers had too much sway and 
the darkies dfsposed of everything they had 
and invested the money in a ticket to Bruns- 
wick, where they were informed that a 
boat would be in readiness to transport 
them to the land for which they are bound. 
The party chartered a train, which is com- 
posed of seven cars, and for the train paid 
something like $3,000. 

That train met them at Duval’s, where 
they left the boats, and is now somewhere 
between Atlanta and Chattanooga. It will 
reach Atlanta this morning at 10 o’elock, 
and will be transferred at once. The ne- 
Kroes. it seems, expect to find a boat await- 
ing them at Brunswick and that they will 
be taken at once to Africa. | 

The authorities of the East Tennessee 
road in Atlanta know nothing of a boat 
that may be at the wharf in Brunswick for 
the emigrants. 

The chances are that Brunswick will this 
evening be overflowed with negroes who do 
not belong to that section of the country. 

Many of the negroes were once residents 
of North Carolina, and have been living in 
Arkansas for only a few years.

An Explosion in Howell’s Tailoring Es- 


tablishment on Hunter Street, 


BUILDING AND CONTENTS DESTROYED. 


It Was Dynamite—Former Attempts to 
Burn the Place—Howell and His 
Tailors Are Under Arrest. 


G. M. Howell’s tailoring establishment at 
No. 15 East Hunter street was completaly 
destroyed by fire last night at 11 o’elock. 


People walking past the little one-story 


brick building a moment before noticed noth- 
ing unusual. A gas jet flared in a front 
window, sending 4 dim glare over the 
building. 

Then, with the suddenness of ligatnuig 
the building disappeared. There was a 
deafening explosion. Into the streets came 
bricks, and window panes, and doors and 
store furnishings. 

In an instant ihe debris settled in a 
shapeless heap—a ccnglomerate pile of what 
had a moment before been a well regulated 
tailor shop. 

Quick as thuuder follows the lightning 
flash, a brilliant burst of flames leaped 
hissing from the mass of ruins. Angrily it 
fed upon the combustibles, and like a hungry 
monster it ate up its prey so rapidly that 
in a moment's time the entire place was 
wrapped in flames. : 

In a minute after the explosion, the fire 
engines came streaming from three different 
headquarters, and in three mi nutes inore a 
big stream was playing upon the fire. 

In a remarkably short time the brilliant 
sheet of fire was extinguished, and all that 
was left of ibe building was a smoking 
heap of blackened ruins. 

In ten minutes time 300 people had gath- 
ered, attracted by the loud explosion, which 
had Deen heard for blocks around. Some 
one started the rumor that a man was in 
the building when the explosion came and 
was buried under the ruins. The firemen 
fought like fury to get under the pile to see 
if such was true. The debris was cleared 
away, but no charred body was found roast- 
ing underneath. 

The scene presented was picturesque and 
unparalleled. The street was filled with 
excited people, eagerly asking each other 
for an explanation of what had occurred. 

Such an explanation was not easy to 
make. Everybody said @ynamite, and that 
was the verdict generally accepted. Noth- 
ing else could have created such a noise or 
produced such utter and complete destruc- 
tion. 

That it was done by dynamite there 
seems to be no quesfion. But by whom and 
for what motive it was done does not 80 
plainly appear. Two weeks ago an effort 
was made to destroy the building by some 
one. A can of kerosene was placed in the 
rear and connected with a fuse, which was 
placed with one end on the outside. The 
window was left open and it would have 
been an easy matter to have burned the 
building down. Ie was discovered by Ser- 
geant Ozburn, who placed a man to watch 
the building and catch the would-be incen- 
diary. Again, two nights ago, Patrolman 
Steerman found a rear window open. 

All sorts of theories were advanced to ex- 
plain the startling explosion, but all failed 
to explain. Police Captain Thompson was 
one of the first to arrive at the scene of the 
fire, and, after viewing it, he formed an 
opinion as to its origin. 

He sent Call Officer Beavers to Howell’s 
residence on Wheat street to bring him to 
the police station. Howell was not at home 
and the officer was told that he was board- 
ing on Clark street. 

Just as the fireman finished work upon the 
blaze Howell arrived and was escorted to the 
police station. He was badly frightened 
and could scarcely talk. He was. panting 
and shaking from extreme excitement. He 
is quite a swell and is a Fader of Atlanta’s 
colored four hundred. He dresses after 
the style of an English lord and affects the 
single eyeglass. 

He was questioned by Captains Thompson 
and Moss and their suspicion of his guilt 
was greatly strengthened. At o’ clock 
Howell was ordered locked up. He submit- 
ted quietly. 

Howell said he was informed of the ex- 
losion by Captain Jackson's coachman and 
— at once to the place. He said he 
left his shop at 8 o' clock with his bookkeeper, 
L. S. Read. Read locked the place and 
at the corner of Pryor and Hunter streets 
they parted- He says he carries a stock 
ranging in value from $2,800 to $3,000. He 
carries policies of $1,000 each in the com- 
anies represented by Mr. Hamilton Doug-

Howell has been in the tailoring business 
in Atlanta for several years and was 
thought to be making considerable money. 
He is about thirty years old and is marriel. 
He was unnerved completely when carried 
into a cell, but made a faint effort to smile. 
When told that he was to be locked up 
he said: 

“Oh, all right, I’m willing.” 

The explosion shook the vicinity like an 
earthquake. People in the Kiser building 
say its windows rattled. Prisoners in the 
police station received a good shaking up 
and Captain Thompson ran ggcitedly out, 
calling to a half-dozen officers to follow him. 
He expected to find a dummy blown up. 
Many of the windows in the rear of Cham- 
berlin, Johnson & Co.’s store were shattered. 

Chief Joyner says the floor of the blown 
up building was literally splintered. Wreck- 
age was scattered over the street and rolls 
of pants goods were picked up on the op- 
posite side of the street. : 

The blown up building adjoined the Cham- 
berlin, Johnson & Co. building and was 
owned by Mr. Chamberlin. It was a small 
one-story brick. It was so completely gone 
that it could hardly be told from the ap- 
pearance that a building had-once stood on 
the spot. 

Call Officers Beavers and Abbott were 
sent to Howell’s home, 21 Crumley street, 
where they made a search of the premises. 

They found seven new pairs of pants, sev- 
eral coats and three fine rugs which are 
thought to be the same that were used in 
his ce.

NEW YORK, February 15—Liverpool today suddenly 
seemed to take a turn, advancing about 5 points and 
closing firm at the same prices. The advance there is 
attributed to the fact that the impression which has 
become more or less prevalent that negotiations are 
pending in regard to a settlement of the strike, and 
that it is more or less likely that the same will be set- 
tled daring this week. In fact, we have received a ca- 
ble late this afternoon from one of our correspondents 
saying that they attach considerable importanee to the 
report because they notice that interested parties are 
buying, and undoubtedly they refer when they say 
“interested parties“ to Manchester. Here the market 
in response to the improvement tn Liverpool opened at 
an advance of about 10@12 points and held steady until 
this afternoon, when no doubt the telegram reached 
thejeouth in regard to the probable settlement of the 
strike caused considerable demand and resulted in a 
further advance of about 10 points.
